this significant inscription: 
“None Know W ho They Were, but 
All Know W h a t They Were." 
The United States government has 
done much in recent years tow ard 
beautifying southern cemeteries con­ 
taining the d u st of northern dead, such 
as those at 
Sharpsburg (Antietaun, 
Arlington and South Mountain. 
The 
southern people have done much of 
this sort of work for their ow n fallen 
heroes, funds being raised chiefly by 
private subscription. 
In m any cem e­ 
teries which had been woefully neglect­ 
ed in the terrible stress of reconstruc­ 
tion days a wonderful transform ation 
has been w rought. 
At Atlanta, for 
instance, around which city w as some 
of tM fiercest fighting of the war. 
nearly every one of the thousands of 
Confederate graves has been m arked 
in some way. 
Several of the finest 
memorial m onum ents in the United 
States are In the Atlanta cemetery. 
Thousands of unidentified Confeder­ 
ates were buried at Marietta, Ga. At 
this late day it is of course impossible 
to identify them , but all these graves 
have been m arked with blank stones.

stones are decorated with blossoms. 
Every year there is a great g ath er­ 
ing in the cem etery at Richmond, the

Does Decatur Want Another Rail Road? 


The question of a railroad between Gainesville and Mineral Wells is now 
being agitated, and we have had several inquiries as to what Decatur will do 
towards the project, and visionary promoters are in the field trying to inter­ 
est Alvord, Rhome and other points. 
Up to now, there is no settled policy 
or route, only the desire for another railroad is being ascertained. 
Now, if 
Decatur’s commercial club decides that they want the road between Minera 
Wells and Gainesville, orS hennan, via Denton, the tiling to do, is to get 
busy at once, raise the necessary funds to have a route surveyed, seeure 
right-of-way and be in a position to present an intelligent proposition, with 
indisputable facts as to cost, amount of freight available by the chosen 
route, and a computed amount of passenger traffic. 
These are vital points 
and when these facts are obtained a charter should be secured and the matter 
put into business form. 
Mineral Wells is feeling the handicap of only having ons read, and that 
a spur of the Texas <fc Pacific, and they are more than anxious to secure i 
northern outlet. 
Sidney Webb, who owns the “ C razy” and “ Pike” wells 
imparted the information that “ the railroad will be built from Bridgeport to 
Mineral Wells the coming year whether Mineral Wells puts up anything or 
not.” Mr. Webb is a business associate of Morgan Jones, and we presume 
knows whereof he speaks. 
Alvord already has nine miles of track toward 
Bridgeport, which would seemingly give Alvord a big advantage for a Den­ 
ver connection, but if it can be shown by actual survey that the route via 
Decatur is the most profitable, that nine miles of track between Alvord and 
Bridgeport will pale into insignificance, but these facts must be shown by ac­ 
tual survoy and estimates of the freight and passenger traffic to be derived. 
As far as Mineral Wells is concerned, she has no preference as to whether 
the railroad goes via Bridgeport to Gaidesville, or to Sherman; either route, 
or both, would suit the Mineral Wells contingency. 
We hope to see the Decatur Commercial Club take seme definite action 


o n the railroad matter. 
The cost of a survey would be about $50 a mile, 
and it is quite probable that Denton would join Decatur in a survey to con­ 
nect with the Katy extension from McKinney, and other towns would be glad 
to co-operate for a survey through the country toward Gainesville. 
Some have contended that a railroad toward Gainesville would cu to ff 
part of Decatur's trade territory, but experience teaches us that what we 
may lose in one direction, we will gain in another. 
This section of Texas is 
going to be crossed in all directions by railroads in the near future, and we 
might as well get busy and help the good work along and make good our 
trade losses, by securing factories for Decatur; a railroad between Gaines­ 
ville and Mineral Wells, would cross the Katy, Rock Island, Santa Fe and 
Denver. 
If this road is ever built there is a strong probability that it will 
eventually be connected with the Stephenville, North and South, which runs 
now to Hamilton in Hamilton county, and is now considering an extension 
to Strawn or the Gordon coal fields on the T. & P. 
This would bring it 
within 30 or 35 miles of Mineral Wells, and, if connected with the Gainesville 
& Mineral Wells road would cross the W. M. W. & N. W. Ry., the T. & P, 
at Strawn, or Gordon, the Frisco at Stephenville, and the Texas Central at 
Alexander, and would prove a good paying line, as the country through 
whieh it passes is being rapidly developed as a fruit growing and farming 
section. 
Long distance correspondence will not get the railroad to come via De­ 
catur—it will take work by our local people. 
And the matter should not be 
left to any promoters outside of our own hustling commercial club members. 


Mid-night assassins and cut-throat 
thugs are operating in Kentucky and 
Tennessee under the name of “ Night 
Riders.”

and rebellion.” 
Anarchy, 
murder 
and arson will stalk through the land 
and all semblence of peace and plenty 
will be thrown to the four winds of 
heaven. 
The Messenger is bitterly

Eugene V. Deb3.of Indiana, who in 1904 received 402,283 vote*. 
In 1900 Mr. Deb& ran on what was called the Social Democratic ticket, 
receiving 87,814 votes. 


When did the Socialist Labor party first appear in national politics! 
In 1892, when Simon Wing was nominated for president, receiv­ 
ing 21,164 votes. 
The Socialist Labor party has not grown apprecia­ 
bly. 
In 1S99 a large majority of its member* seceded, uniting with 
the Social Democracy founded by Debs and thus forming the straight- 
out Socialist party.

He was defeated bv James Ruchanan, the 
Democratic candidate.

Abraham Lincoln, 
lie was nominated at Chicago and elected, 
his chief opponent being Stephen A. Douglas, nominated by tbe 
northern wing of the Democracy. Lincoln was re-elected in 1864 over 
General George B. McClellan, Democrat. 


How many Republican presidents have there been ? 
Nino. 
Lincoln, Johnson, Grant, Hayes, Garfield, Arthur, Benja­ 
min Harrison, McKinley and Roosevelt. 
Lincoln, Garfield and 
McKinley were assassinated. 
Johnson, Arthur and Roosevelt suc­ 
ceeded to the presidency on the death of the president, being vice pres­ 
idents. Roosevelt was elected to a full term after serving out McKin- 
ley’s uncompleted second term.

Green Spots In Chile’s Desert. 
Northern Chile, which is so largely 
mountain or desort, is generally regard­ 
ed as a forbidding wilderness, but in 
spite’of its natural desolation the land­ 
scape presents a scene of great beauty 
under the softened hues of sunset, and 
here and there in the waste of sand 
and salt may be found by looking for 
them a number of oases, the most con­ 
spicuous of which are Pica and Ma- 
tllln. These oases are supplied with 
waiter from the high Andes, but the 
particular streams that support their 
life are not certainly known. It has 
been found that in various parts of the 
great Atacamu desert the earth under­ 
neath the surface layer of sand or salt 
is sufficiently moist to grow crops, 
capillary attraction spreading the wa­ 
ter through the soil.

(earlier date, hundreds of the veterans 
of the south march to the cemeteries 
and observe the beautiful custom cf

this significant inscription: 
“None Know Who They Were, but 
All Know What They Wore.” 
The United States government has 
; done much in recent years toward 
beautifying southern cemeteries con­ 
taining the dust of northern dead, such 
as those at Sharpsburg (Antietanp, 
Arlington and South Mountain. 
Tho 
southern people have done much of 
this sort of work for their own fallen 
heroes, funds being raised chiefly by 
private subscription. 
In many ceme­ 
teries which had been woefully neglect­ 
ed in the terrible stress of reconstruc­ 
tion days a wonderful transformation 
has been wrought. 
At Atlanta, for 
instance, around which city was some 
of tli< fiercest fighting of the war. 
nearly every one of the thousands cf 
Confederate graves has been marked 
in some way. 
Several of the finest 
memorial monuments in the United 
States are in the Atlanta cemetery. 
Thousands of unidentified Confeder­ 
ates were buried at Marietta, Ga. At 
this late day it is of course impossible 
to identify them, but all these graves 
have been marked with blank stones.

Memorial 
day 
the 
nameless 
stones are decorated with blossoms. 
Every year there is a great gather­ 
ing in the cemetery at Richmond, the

Does Decatur W ant Another Rail Road? 


The question of a railroad between Gainesville and Mineral W ells is now 
being agitated, and we have had several inquiries as to what Decatur will do 
towards the project, and visionary promoters are in the field trying to inter­ 
est Alvord, Rhome and other points. 
Up to now, there is no settled policy 
or route, only the desire for another railroad is being ascertained. 
Now, 
i f 
Decatur’s commercial club decides that they want the road between Mineral 


W e l l s a n d Gainesville, or Sherman, via Denton, the thing to do, is to get 
busy at once, raise the necessary funds to have a route surveyed, secure 
right-of-way and be in a position to present an intelligent proposition, with 
indisputable facts ae to cost, amount of freight available by the chosen 
route, and a computed amount of passenger traffic. 
These are vital point 
and when these facts are obtained a charter should be secured and the matter 
put into business form. 
Mineral W ebs is feeling the handicap of only having one road, and that 
a spur of the Texas & Pacific, and they are more than anxious to secure a 
northern outlet. 
Sidney Webb, who owns the “ Crazy” and “ Pike” wells, 
imparted the information that “ the railroad will be built from Bridgeport to 
Mineral Wells the coming year whether Mineral W ells puts up anything or 
not.” 
Mr. Wekb is a business associate of Morgan Jones, and we presume 
knows whereof he speaks. 
Alvord already has nine miles of track toward 
Bridgeport, which would seemingly give Alvord a big advantage for a Den­ 
ver connection, but if it can be shown by actual survey that the route via 
Decatur is the most profitable, that nine miles of track between Alvord and 
Bridgeport will pale into insignificance, but these facts must be shown by ac­ 
tual survey and estimates of the freight and passenger traffic to be derived. 
As far as Mineral W ells is concerned, she has no preference as to whether 
the railroad goes via Bridgeport to Gaidesville, or to Sherman; either route, 
or both, would suit the Mineral W ells centingency. 
We hope to see the Decatur Commercial Club take seme definite action 


o n the railroad matter. 
The cost of a survey wTould be about $50 a mile, 
audit is quite probable that Denton would join Decatur in a survey to con­ 
nect with the Katy extension from McKinney, and other towns would be glad 
to co-operate for a survey through the country toward Gainesville. 
Some have contended that a railroad toward Gainesville would cu to ff 
part of Decatur’s trade territory, but experience teaches us that what we 
may lose in one direction, we will gain in another. 
This section of Texas is 
going to be crossed in all directions by railroads in the near future, and we 
might as well get busy and help the good work along and make good our 
trade losses, by securing factories for Decatur; a railroad between Gaines­ 
ville and Mineral Wells, would cross the Katy, Rock Island, Santa Fe and 
Denver. 
If this road is ever built there is a strong probability that it will 
eventually be connected with the Stephenville, North and South, which runs 
now to Hamilton in Hamilton county, and is now considering an extension 
to Strawn or the Gordon coal fields on the T. & P. 
This would bring it 
within 30 or 35 miles of Mineral W ells, and, if connected with the Gainesville 
& Mineral W ells road would cross the W. M. W. & N. W. Ry., the T. Sc P, 
at Strawn, or Gordon, the Frisco at Stephenville, and the Texas Central at 
Alexander, and would prove a good paying line, as the country through 
whieh it passes is being rapidly developed as a fruit growing and farming 
section. 
Long distance cot respondence will not get the railroad to come via De­ 
catur—it will take work by our local people. 
And the matter should not be 
left to any promoters outside of our own hustling commercial club members. 


Two big meetings called for the pur­ 
pose of discussing the cotton situa­ 
tion are scheduled to take place early 
in November. 
One of them, the meet­ 
ing of the Southern Cotton Associa­ 
tion, will be held in Memphis, Nov. ft 
and IO, w h ile President Barrett of the

a meeting of that body for New Or­ 
leans, Nov. IO and ll.

He was lost in the woods, and when 
daylight came was afraid to go back 
to Walnut Log.

Tiptonville Wednesday morning.

Green Spots In Chile’s Desert. 
Northern Chile, which is so largely 
mountain or desert, is generally regard­ 
ed as a forbidding wilderness, but in 
spite’cf its natural desolation the land­ 
scape presents a scene of great beauty 
under the softened hues of sunset, and 
here and there in the waste of sand 
and salt may be found by looking for 
them a number of oases, the most con­ 
spicuous of which are Fica and Ma­ 
rilla. 
These oases are supplied with 
wirier from the high Andes, but the 
particular streams that support their 
life are not certainly known. 
It has 
been found that in various parts of the 
great Atacama desert the earth under­ 
neath the surface layer of sand or salt 
is sufficiently moist to grow crops, 
capillary attraction spreading the wra 
ter through the soil. The rainless Ata­ 
cama desert is the scene of the great­ 
est industry of its kind in the world, 
yielding enormous quantities of ni­ 
trates, used to enrich the fields of Eu­ 
rope and the United States. The oases 
play a very important economic role in 
the industries of the region, supplying 
vegetables and foodstuffs for the sup­ 
port of the workmen, alfalfa for the 
cattle and various fruits, arid also serv­
